our churches," said a large importer of |j|\ 
these flowers recently, "do not realize j fa 
what an immense task it is to get the ' 
blossoms to their destination at the 
right time and in ihe proper condition. 
We who hau: spent years in the busi- 
ness know how difficult it is to meet 
with even a fair share of success, and so 
we are not disappointed at failures that 
would dishearten a man who (lid not 
understand the methods employed in 
their growth and transportation. In the 
first place, lilies are grown in Bermuda, 
not fur the purpose of exporting them 
to the United Slates, but to supply 
the demands for bulbs for American 
florists. 


"Jn Bermuda the flowers .are checked 


to strengthen the bulbs, or, if permitted 
to bloom, arc thrown away by the mil- 
lions. When an American florist pro- 
cures bulbs from Bermuda in quanti- 
ties he grows them to blossom at the 
right season without regard for the 
Bermuda crop, and sells them at prices 
ranging from 23 cents to two dollars 
pur "blossom, according to the trade to 
which In' caters.

The F.fTort to Gain for Richmond a 


Distinction No« linjoyt'tl by 


Other I'lacCB. 


Pittsburgh is the "Iron Citv 
1" among 


American municipalities, Chicago is the 
"Live Stock City," Iloston is the "Wool 
and Woolen Wear City," Troy is the 
"t'oHui' and Culi City," and Puterson is 
the "City of American Silk," distinc- 
tions which is found impracticable by 
rivals to overthrow and which have 
been retained only through vigorous ef- 
forts and against active competition. 
A sixth is perhaps to be added to the 
number of American cities which have 
a distinctive celebrity, in ilichmond, 
Va. At a recent meeting of tobacco- 
nists at the Westmoreland club it was 
suggested to make a "bright loose leaf" 
market in Richmond. 


There arc many large buyers of 


bright tobacco, and all are influential 
in the tobacco community. Most of tne 
bright tobacco used iu Richmond now 
is bought in North Carolina markets. 
All this great business is to be trans- 
ferred to Richmond. Several similar at- 
tempts have been made in recent years, 
but they failed because they lacked the 
proper backing. There are two internal 
revenue districts in Virginia, the Sec- 
ond, in Richmond, and the Sixth, in 
l.yncliburg. In the Richmond district 
last 
A ear 26.000,000 pounds of leaf to- 


bacco were used in tobacco mauufau- 
turing, a larger quantity than in any 
other, with one exception, in the cuuii- 
trv, and the proposition is to make 
Kichinmul the veritable "tobacco city" 
•jf the country, for which distinction it 
has many advantages, being in the 
heart of a rich tobacco district, in easy 
access of the coast line, which the to- 
bacco districts of Kentucky and Mis- 
souri are not, and a railroad center, 
which is not the case with any city in 
Xorth Carolina. 


Richmond is gaining rapidly in 


wealth :md population, and the extent 
3£ its tobacco interest is such as to jus- 
tify the belief that it will ultimately ex- 
ceed all other American cities in this 
particular. Richmond has now more 
than S7.000.000 invested in tobacco fac- 
tories.—X. V. Sun. 


"In gaining the necessary knowledge 


some money has been lost, i:\periencc 
had to teach when to select, where 
to select and whom to trust. 
The 


mistake that was first made was 
that of taking buds from growers 
and allowing the local express rep- 
resentatives to attend to all the de- 
tails. 
The result was that some of tht 


goods reached us in good condition, but 
more did not, and v»e saw that the 
only safe plan was to arrange with some 
responsible grower and to fix upon a 
certain remuneration, the growers to be 
held accountable for the condition of 
the goods as they left his hands. 


"One 
great diflimlty is this; Eastci 


niav fall any time between the close of 
Miii-ch and the 23th of. April, and there 
is danger that the season in liermudn 
may be too early or too late to permit o) 
the best buds being shipped. This year 
notwithstanding the fact that Easter is 
early, our firm received assurances 
from its correspondents that the buds 
would be in first-class condition. 


"The economic ad vantage of importa- 


tion is that, while lilies grown here cost 
about 25 cents a ilowcrand upward, the 
buds imported can be had for about 
six cenls a flower. The diil'ercncc in 
price, of course, stimulates the de- 
mand. 


"The buds are packed in boxes con- 


taining from 30 to 70 each, the aver-

It is a common belief among all whq 


have occasion to take a sea voyage that 
their safety on the water is provided 
for by the careful shipowners iu larga 
measure by the water-tight compart- 
ments, with which all the best passen- 
ger steamships and all large battlei 
ships are fitted. Those who have nevel 
been on a ship and seen how these ar« 
arranged will form a wrong opinion 
about them at once. It will likely oc- 
cur to them that the boat is built with 
these bulkheads as permanent spaces, 
liut this is not true. 
A passengei 


steamer, for instance, is built in sec- 
tions, and tach of these on the several 
decks are used as cabins, saloons, etc., 
and they arc connected by heavy iron 
doors, it is the closing o£ these door* 
which completes the bulkheads. Now 
it is obvious that the bulkhead cannot 
be any stronger than its door, just na a 
chain is no stronger than its weakest 
link, nncl it is nil too true that as a* 
present constructed these doors aro 
dangerous and inefficient. They havo 
been the direct and known cause of tbu 
loss of main' lives and many good ships, 
ind if the truth could be known doubt- 
less many a t-hip on the list of the miss- 
ing :im! unaccounted for could be 
chargeable to faulty bulkheads. There 
are over 309 water-tight doors and 
hatches on a first-class battleship, and 
ubout MO valves and grates connected 
with ventilating, draining and flooding 
the hull, and involving the safety of tliu 
ship. It will be seen, therefore, that 
the systematic control and operation 
of thi'se devices arc of no mean impor- 
tance. It takes 110 men to look after 
these details ul«ne in response to a col- 
lision alarm, nnd it has never been sat- 
isfactorily demonstrated yet that'this 
number arc equal to the emergency.

their simple thoughts. But the readei 
must not suppose I am more learned 
than himself in this science; it is only 
in miscellaneous skimming of hooks 
that a few odd little examples have im- 
pressed themselves upon my memory. 


Observe the detail 
o£ gender. 
It 


seems to us that nature iself has regu- 
lated that matter once for all. In mosi 
languages, of course, inanimate things 
are treated ns masculine or feminine; 
everybody knows that our forefathers 
did the sar.ie long ago. But, in any 
case, male, female and neuter genders 
exhaust the possibilities. You eanuol 
have more than three genders or less 
than two, for the sexes must bo dis- 
tinguished. So it appears to the civil- 
ized mortal. But an Australian of Daly 
river contrives to recognize four, while 
an Algonquin of North America and a 
Dravidian o£ India have two, indeed, 
but they are not male and female. For 
the Daly river person insists that plants 
shall have a gender of their own.; the 
Algonquin and Dravidiau agree that it 
is the distinction of living and dead, not 
that of sex, which should be main 
talced. The great Fulah nation also 
ignores male and female, making one 
comprehensive gender for human be- 
ings and everything that relates there- 
to, and another for all creatures ami 
things outside. Thus, tame cattle arc 
distinguished from wild, and a tree 
planted with intention from one that 
springs naturally. 
Upon 
the othei 


hand those poor Armenians have not 
even one gender to bless themsclve: 
with. 


But the Australians /f the Daly river 


actually put gender into tiieir verbs. 
Humane persons would not credit sucH 
an outrage upon lower authority than 
that of Itc'v. IX ilcKillop. in chin-go of a 
Jloman Catholic mission there. Only to 
think ot learning such a language give; 
one a shiver. \Ve do not hear bow many 
moods go to a verb, but the lenses arc 
vaguely and awfully-described as "end 
less;" perhaps the reverend gentleman 
had not yet 
succendcd 
in counting 


them. Thirty-five are reckoned in the 
speech of the Basuto Kaffirs —no less do 
those interesting barbarians reqnirn 
for conversation. But they do not cal 
upon them to agree with the noun in 
gender as well as in number and person. 
'i'has is tho exclusive demand of the 
Mullok-Mulloka, Chcritcs and Ponga- 
I'ongas, among whom J!r. McKillop 
and his brethren spend their days, ties- 
pcrately -wrestling with the p.irts of 
speech. Another contrivance, not ex- 
clusive, but more liighly developed on 
the Daly river, apparently, than in any 
other land of the age, is the inflect ion of 
the adjective. 
Besider singular and 


plural they have, as we Bhould expect, 
the dual, "and they are very strict 
about the use of it." One would say that 
the resources of human speech do not 
allow the plural number to be formed 
unless by change in the first or the last 
syllable of the noun or the interposi- 
tion of one midway, as in Turkish. But 
antipodean ingenuity", is equal to the 
task. These black fellows express the 
plural by n change, not in the noun, but 
in the verb. Upon the whole thero !s 
no such lively example of the perplex- 
ing rule that language is more com- 
plicated, and more scrupulous to inter- 
pret the speaker's meaning, in propor- 
tion to the barbarism of those who use 
It. There are exceptions enough, of 
:ourse.—Pall Mail Gazette.

One of the first things a physician 


docs, when consulted by a sick person, 
is to ask to see the tongue. lie does 
this to-day, perhaps, more through fol- 
lowing tho traditions of the past than 
because he expects to learn a great deal 
by such an inspection. Formerly, the 
means of arriving at a diagnosis were 
fewer and less precise than they now 
are, and the aspect of the tongue "was 
held to be of great importance. Xow 
we have learned that the tongue is 
changed in appearance by many trivial 
causes, and cau only be relied upon in a 
limited pcnse. IN'cverthelss, there .ire 
some valuable indications ivhieh such 
•$d inspection furnishes. 


The tongue is always rendered less 


moist than usual by fevers or inflamma- 
tions. This dry ness may amount mere- 
ly to a little stickiness of the surface, 
or there may be a total absence of mois- 
ture, the tongue being dry as parch- 
ment, cracked, and dark in color. 


A furred tongue almost always indi- 


cates that something is wrong with the 
digestion, although smokers often have 
n thin coating, even when they have no 
stomach trouble, and in the inflamma- 
tory diseases of the stomach there is 
little or no fur on the tongue. 


A broad, flattened tongue, showing 


indications at the sides from the pres- 
sure of the teeth and a thick fur of a 
v.hitish or brownish color, points to 
simple indigestion and lo.ss of tone in 
the stomach. It calls for a laxative, a 
very plain diet for a few days, chiefly 
of milk and lime water or Vichy, and 
then perhaps a bitter tonic for a week 
or two. When the coating is yellowish 
'.here is more or less "biliousness" as- 
sociated with the indigestion. 


In acute inflammation of the diges- 


tive organs the tongue is rather dry, red 
or reddish brown, not usually heavily 
coated, and often cracked. In chronic 
inilammation it is commonly dry or 
stick}', more or less irregularly coated, 
brownish red in color, and sometimes 
smooth and glazed ns if varnished. 


In scarlet fever and German mensles 


we often see what is called the "straw- 
berry" tongue. This occurs when there 
is a very thin white coating thvough 
•which the papillae of the tongue pro- 
ject, showing as numerous minute red 
points dotted over a white ground. 


The movements of the tongue are nf- 


fectcd in various conditions. When tho 
.mind is obscured, as in typhoid fever, it 
is thrust forward nnd drawn back slug- 
gishly. In persons suffering from lead- 
poisoning, in the very weak, arid in tho 
intemperate, the tongue is tremulous. 
—Youth's Companion.

All the line differ 
enees by which we distinguish the va- 
rious fruits, ineat= and drinks dcp-ud 
not upon taste at all, but upon these 
other senses. Pir.-e sensations of taste 
:.eid hardly more thr.u a certain emo- 
tional clement to the complex sensa- 
tions.—Detroit Tree Press.
